Nay, Fhyſicians obſerving how 

rhe Heat, and Smarting of Urine was 
encreaſed by drinking bot and ſpiritu- 

c Liquors, took this for a great Con- 

firmation of their Opinion and for the 
Propriety of the Expreſſion, as well as 
the Production of the Symptom. 
This they thought ſtill more mani- 
felt, by the Pain and Heat abating, 
after drinking a Quantity of ſmall 
CV 
Noa the real Cauſe of the Smar- 
ting being formerly eſtabliſhed, it 
will not be difficult to account for 
theſe Experiences, from which fo 
_ Hilfe Concluſions have been drawn. 
For if this Salt and Brim Liquor 
can affect a Part with ſmarting Pain, 
when it is diveſted of its defending 
Membrane, then the more Salt 
that Liquor is, the greater, or at 
| lealt the more certain, will the Smar- 
ting be; And, on the other Hand, 
the lefs Salt the Liquor is, the leſs 
bi .

it is very certain that all ſtrong „

And therefore, the 
Quantity of the Serum being leſſen'd 


ö by ſtrong Drinks, and encreas'd by 
| ſmall and watry Liquors, the Salt 


Parts, in the Compoſition of Urine, 


| muſt abound more than naturally in 


a Quantity made in the firſt Caſe, or 


the Urine is more Salt, and therefore 
| excites more than ordinary Pain: but 
it is quite otherwiſe in the Caſe of a 
Quantity of watry Liquors. So that 


this Pain, in Urining, is excited by 
leſſening the Quantity of Serum in the 
Urine, and taken off by augmenting 
its Quantity; without any other re- 


gard had to the Heat or Coldueſs ol 
the Liquors we drink.

when no reaſonable Hopes are lett of 
a Cure by the beſt of other Medicines, 
skilfully adminiftred. 
This has been the particular Fate 
of Phyſick in all Ages; and many 
have pretended to cure Shankers by 
ſecret Methods, without Eſcharoticks, 
but it never was done before. And

Care the worſt and moſt frighiful Shan
